wanled to sell him the oloth, Hometlmes the
names and prioes satthched Lo Lsese patiern
Scanps wounla get loose, or becoms mixed, and
then 1he wholy work of reeking samples and
AsceTlaining price wonld have to be gone over
Again,

The work of selection of msultable materinl
baving been laboriously accomplished, the
nextsiep was to take the goods to the tallor's to
be made Into a ¢cont, Bot here was new trouble,
sund more of it, Who should make the
cont? Oniy aboul one tailor in fifty knew how
Lo cut and It & coal =0 as to make the wearer
look olberwise thao like n scarcerow. It Ael-
dom bappened thatl a man wounld go asecond
time to Lhe same tallor, and the botheratiom
was whoin Lo go 1o nexi time, All of the man's
relavions and scguasininuoes had 10 bo asked.
When at last & competent artist in oloth was
found, the victim of ihs cont had Lo go and ba
measured for the garment, The talior wonld
ke down the figores of the measure, and
promise to nave the cost flalshed by a
certain day, which generally turned out to
Len very nneerinln one,. You wersa nover cor-
talt when yon were golug Lo get your ooat, nor
was there any certalpntly about it at all, ba’
Lthere was & large probabillty that 1t wouldn’s
fit, The tallor told you Lo call next Wednesday
weelk, nfler he had got it cot out and bhasted
Legether, that he might try it on you. When
you oalled, he would te]l you to come next Ba-
turday. Whun At last he finlshed i, he seemed
to have made IL aller Lhe measure either of
your corpunlent grandfather, or else after that
of your lean next-door neighbor, who is asithin
88 a palr of topgs. Tallors were very clever,
though, about these ltle nocidonts, and never
refused to make anotber coat If yon would
take them some more oloth,

It 18 funny to think how long people endnred
this tronblesome, tedlous, And expensive style
